and other Fatus's 3 or parts of them 3 in Spirit of Wine ; 1 re- 
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member, I did^ when I wasfollicitous to obfert'c theProceflc 
of Nature in the Formation of a Chick, open Hens Eggs^ 
fome ac fucha day^ and fome at other dales after the be- 
ginning of che Incubation 5 and carefully taking out the 
Embryos ^ embalmed each of them in a diftinct Glafs (which 
is to be carefully ftopt ) in Spirit of Wwe : Which I did^ 
thatfo I might have them in readinelfe, to make on them, 
at any time, the Obfervations ^ 1 thought them capable of af- 
fording n and to let my Friends at other feafons of theyear^ 
fee 5 both the differing appearances of the Chick at the third, 
fourthjfeventh, fourteenth, or other daies, after the Eggs had 
been fate on, ^^^(efpecially) fome particulars not obvious m 
Chickens, that go about; as the hanging of the Gutts out of 
the Ab^omm, &c. How long the tender Embryo of the Chick 
foon aher the TunUum [aliens \% difcoverable, and whilft the 
Body feems but a little Orgaoixed Gelly, and fome while 
zhtxThat^ will be this way preferv'd, without being too much 
Ihrivel'd up, I was hindred by fome mifchances to fatisfie my 
fclf : but when the Tmtus's^ took out^were fo perfcdly formed 
as they were wont to be about the fcventh day, and after^ they 
io well retained their lliape and bulk ., as to make me not re- 
pent of my Guriofity: And fome of thofe ^ which I did very 
early this Spring, lean yetfhew you. I know I have men- 
tioned to you an ealie application of what I , fome years fince, 
made publick enough > but not finding it to have been yet 
made by any other, and being pcrfwaded by Experience^ that 
it maybe extended lo oi\itt F(^tus* s , which this feafon (the 
Spring y is time to make provifion off, I think the Advertife^ 
rhent will not feem unfeaibnable to fome of our Friends > 
th^ughr being now in hafte^. and havinginmy thoughts divers 
particularsa relating to this way of Pref erving Birds taken out 
of the Igge, and other fmall fmtus's, I muft content my felf to 
have mentioned that^ vMchh Ejjential^ leaving divers other 
things, which a little pracftife may teach the Curious , unmcn* 
tion d, Notwithftanding which , I mufl: not omit thefe two 
Circumftances ; the om^ that when the Chick was grown big:, 
before 1 took it out of the Egge^.^ I have (but not conftantly .) 
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mingled with the Spirit of}Vine,z little Spirit ofSaUrmeniack 
made(as 1 have elfewhere delivcr&d)by the 
help of 9"ickiime : which Spirit I choofe, ^ ^« '^ •£//./«/«.'/} »/ 
bccaufe r^hough it abounds in a Salt not f,T""'" ^^'"^ 
Sowre,butUriaous,yet I never obferved it 
(how ftrong foever I made it)to coagulate Spirit of Wiue.The 
^/^^rcircumftauccisjthatl ufaally found it convenient, to let 
the little Animals,(l meant to imbalmc , lie for a little while in 
ordinary Spirit of Wine, to wafh off the loofer filth^that is wont 
to adhere to' the Chick , when taken one of the Egge 5 and 
theOjhaving put either the fame kind of Spirit, or better upom 
the fame Bird, I fuifer^d it to fonk fome hours (perhaps feme 
daics^ pro re nata) therein, that the Liquor^having drawn as it 
were whatTindiureit could 5 the Fatuf being removed into 
more pure and well dephlegm'd Spirit of Wine, might nor 
difcolour it, but leave icalmoft as limpid^ as before it was 
put in.

lamdifappointed at this time of fome Rarities of Mineral?, 
Metrals, and Stones s bur you may have them any other time, 
as conveniently, ^c\ 1 have planted here already ten thou- 
fand Mulberry trees ; and hope, within two or three years, to 
reap ^ood (Ilk of them. I have planted them in a way unufual 
here^ v/hich advances them two or three years growth^ in rtf" 
pedt of their being fo wn m feed : And they are now^ at wi iting 
hereof all holding good, although this has been a very long 
and bitter winter with us^ much longer and colder, than ever 
I did find it in Scotland 01^ EnglaruL I intend likewifc to plant 
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
